Firft, the Speaker with the Houfe of Com- 
mons, in feveral Coaches; who were plac’d in 
the Stalls and Galleries on each fide of the 
Choir; then came the Judges in their Coaches, 
then the Barons, then the Bifhops, then the 
Vifcounts, Earls, Marqueffes, and Dukes ; then 
the Lord Keeper, the Lord Treafurer, the two 
Archbifhops, then 3 of the Queen’s Coaches 
with the Ladies of her Bed-Chamber and the 
Maids of Honour,- then the Duke of Ormond 
and the Duke of Somerfet, then the Court of 
Aldermen and my Lord Mayor riding bare- 
headed carrying the City Sword before the 
Queen’s Coach from Temple-Bar, and then 
Her Majefty with the Countefs of Maribo- 
rough and another Lady in a Coach drawn 
by 8 Horfes,the Yeomen of the Guard march- 
ing about the Coach, and my Lord Rivers’s 
Troop of Horfe Guards before and behind. 
At Sc. Paul’s Gate my Lord Mayor alighted 
and gave the City Sword to the Sword-bearer, 
who carry’d it before him with the point 
downwards, and march’d up with the Alder- 
men to their places in the Choir. Her Majetty 
was handed out of her Coach by the Duke of 
Somerfet Mafter of the Horfe, and met by 
feveral of the Lords at the Cathedral Gate, 
whence they march’d up to the Choir, the 
Duke of Ormond carrying the Sword * ses 
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before the Queen, Her Majefty walk’d be- 
tween my Lord Chamberlain and the Duke 
of Somerfer, without being fupported by 
either of chem, The Duke of St. Albans as 
Captain of the Band of Penfionets and all his 
Band immediately following into the Choir, 
where Her Majeity was plac’d on a Throne 
with the Houfe of Lords before Her in their 
Robes. Then the Service began and Te Deum 


was fung to the Organ and other Inttruments. 


The Sermon was preach’d by the Bilhop 
of Exeter, and an Anthem was fung after 
Sermon. At Her Majefty’s fetting our from 
Sc. James's at a Signal given the Guns in 


St. James's Park and thofe.at the Towcr were 


fir'd. The Serand was lin'd on both fides of 
the way with the Militia of the Hamlets, and 
from Temple-Bar co $e. Paul's flood the City 
Train'd-Bandsin like order. From the Gate of 
St. Paul’s to the Door of the Choir the way 
was loin'd by a Regiment of Her Majefty's 
Foot Guards. When Hor Majeily alighted at 
St. Paul’s a Signal was given and the Tower 
Guns and chote im the Park were fir'd again, 
as they were likewife when Her Majefty took 
Coach torcturn to HerPalace at St.James’s, The 
whole was: perform’d with much Solemnity. 
Tapiftry, &c. was huag out of the Balconies 
and Wi.dows,which were fill'd with People, 
as were'the Streets from St. James’s to St.Paul’s, 
In the Evening there were Hiuminations,Bon- 
fires, &c. and great Rejoycings made all over 
the Town. 
. Her Majefty has been gracionfly pleafed to 
fettle per Annvm on Admiral Hobfon, 
and 300 L per dunum on his Lady in cafe fhe 
furvive him, for his good Service at Vigo.
